6. — His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Northumber¬ 
land, in  the  74th  year  of  hitage.  He  was  the 
fon  of  Langdale  Smithfon,  Efi];  and  Phila¬ 
delphia,  daughter  of  W.  Rereely,  of  New- 
in  Yorklhire,  Efq.  Upon  the  death  of 
his  grandfather  (Sjr  Hugh  Smithfon  of 
Stanwick,  Baronet),  which  happened  in  the 
year  17x9,  he  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  Ba¬ 
ronet  and  to  his  grandfather's  eftate ;  and, 
upon  the  death  of  hit  rebtion,  Hugh 
Smithfon  of  Tottenham,  Efq;  he  came  in¬ 
to  the  poiredion  of  other  eftates  in  York- 
ihlre  and  Middlefez;  ant)  aifo  iucceeded  his 


relation  as  Knight  of  the  fliire  for  the  coon* 
ty  of  Middlefez,  which  he  reprefented  in 
three  parliaments.  Upon  the  death  of  hU 
father-in-law,  Algemoon  Duke  of  Somerfet, 
in  17-50,  whofc  daughter  he  had  married, 
he  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  Earl  of  Nor¬ 
thumberland,  and  took  his  feat  in  the 
Houfe  of  Lords.  In  1753,  he  was  inttaL 
led  a  Knight  of  the  Garter  at  Windfor ;  in 
1763,  he  was  appointed  Lord  Chamber- 
lain  to  the  Queen,  and  a  Priry  Counfellor, 
alfo  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  counties  of 
Middlefez  and  Northumberland.  In  1763, 
he  was  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ir^ 
land.  In  1776,  he  was  created  Duke  of 
Northumberland.  In  1778,  his  Gracel  waa 
appointed  matter  of  the  horfe,  which  he  re- 
figned  in  1781. 
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
